THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


[L. S.] To the inhabitants of the town of Salem qualified to 


vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town house, in said 
Salem, on the second Tuesday of March next, at 10 o’clock in 


the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the 


year ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 


fray town charges for the year ensuing. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise any more money for 


the repairs of highways than the law requires. 


4. To see what method the town will vote to adopt to facili- 


tate the collection of taxes. 


5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or 


officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town treas- 
urer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, such sums of 
money as he may need for general purposes in anticipation of 


taxes. 
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7. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $100, or any part thereof, for the use of Gilman E. Sleeper 
post, No. 60, G. A. R., to be expended in the observance of 
Memorial day in the year 1904. 


8. By request. To see what sum of money the town will vote 


to raise for the support of the Salem free public library. 


9. By request. To see if the town will vote to sell the Town 
farm, choose a committee to convey the same, and with the pro- 


_ ceeds purchase machinery for the making of macadam roads. 


10. By request. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to furnish a highway map of the town, agreeable to chapter 
133 of the laws of the state of New Hampshire, passed January 
session, 1903.

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To the Citizens of the Town: 


We tender to you the semi-annual report for the year ending 
Feb. 15, 1904. 


You voted at the annual meeting last year to pass over the 
article giving a discount of 6 per cent. on taxes collected previ- 
" ous to-Sept. 30. By so doing you have made a saving of at least 
$600 to the town. 


The board last year made a contract with the Salem Water 
Works Co. for a term of 20 years at $1200 per annum for munici- 
pal purposes and fire protection, or $33.33 1-3 per hydrant. We 
have now 34 hydrants. We would heartily recommend the pur- 
chasing of the water works under the article in the warrant ; 
also the rebuilding of the Dudley Jones bridge, so-called, with a 
stone archor iron bridge. We would also recommend that some 


thing be done in regard to a lobby for the detention of prisoners. 


Mr. Elwell,one of the Board of Underwriters of the state,came 
from Exeter and tested the water pressure at the hydrants in 
town. After trying the pressure with and without the hose, both 
at the Depot and Centre villages, he said that in order to have a 
reduction in insurance on the line of pipes we must have 1400 
feet more hose and four nozzles of 3-4-inch tip, two hose 
carriages and a fire department for each village, with chief and 
assistant. This has been done at the Depot, and they have 
enrolled in this company 20 men and are ready for service. ‘The 
Centre company has 18 men and only a chief at present. Both 
companies have 700 feet of Underwriters linen hose and 300 feet 
of rubber lined cotton hose and two nozzles each of 1-inch and 
3-4-inch tip. 
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We report two fires on buildings, G.W. Thom’s and Seth M. 
Pattee’s, as well as forest fires in various parts of the town dur 


ing last summer and fall. 


We have had one suicide on the highway between Points A 
and B on the electric railway, two drowning accidents at Pol- 
icy brook, 2d deep, so-called, two at Hittit pond and one found 


dead of heart failure. 


Conference has been had with the officials of the Hudson, . 
Pelham & Salem Electric railway in regard to a 5-cent fare 
through all points in the town and it has been promised, but not 
as yet granted. ‘The board gave them the right of way for poles 
and wires across the town farm, as voted by you at the last March 


meeting, and received $60 for the same.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Selectmen of Salem: 


The undersigned respectfully submit their report for the 
year ended Feb. 15, 1904. 

Harry E. Siske, having removed from town, James H. Had- 
ley having resigned, and the term of James Ayer having expired, 
the Board of Health ceased to exist. 

Immediately after April 1st the selectmen appointed a new 
board, as follows: James Ayer, to serve three years, from April 
1, 1903; Kimball M. McLaughlin, two years, from April 1, 
1903; David S. Emery, one year, from April 1, 1903, all of 
whom took the oath of office by law prescribed. 

The annual inspection of the public and other buildings was 
dispensed with, owing to urgent business requirements of the 
members of the board. 

The number of cases of nuisances heretofore reported has 
been largely reduced since our last report, only three cases hav- 
ing required our attention. 

There were 29 cases of measles, five of diphtheria, one of 
typhoid fever and five of scarlet fever, none of which proved 
fatal. 

The Salem Water Works Company have extended their line 
of pipes during the past year, and many families and manufac- 
turing plants have had water introduced into their buildings. 


The water furnished is excellent, and it is intended to keep it so. 
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nea legal petition having been presented to the State Board of 
Health asking for the establishment of regulations to protect the 
purity of the water of Canobie Lake, under the provision of 
Chap. 57, laws of 1899, entitled, “An act for the better protec- 
tion of public water supplies,” the State Board of Heaith caused 
a list of regulations to protect the waters of Canobie Lake, in the 
towns of Salem and Windham, to be published in said towns, to 
take effect on and after October 15, 1903, ‘“‘Any deviation from 
these regulations must be by recommendation of the local Board 
of Health.” 

Owing to the lateness of the season the local Board of 
HeaJth did not attempt to put the regulations in force, confining 
their operations to the posting of the notices and offering sug- 
gestions to those who might be affected thereby. 

The number of deaths from all causes was 28, being six less 
than that of last year. 

The death rate per cent. on 1,000 population, census of 
1900, was 13.71 plus. - Last year, 16.65 plus.

More than a year ago circulars were sent to the people of 
the town calling for their genealogies and other matters, and I 
am sorry to say that those to whom they were sent have only in a 
very few cases responded. It is regretted that no more interest 
has been manifested, and this neglect has been the means of de- 
laying the preparation of the history. 

At your annual meeting I shall be pleased to answer any 
questions regarding the subject. 

The appropriation of $500.00 voted last March is still in 
the town treasury, and the balance unexpended of the previous 
appropriation to Feb. 15, 1904, is $214.09. There are a few 
charges of small amounts not included in the above, as only 
estimates can now be made. The financial statement will be

The Year’s Growth: Since our last report 74 books haye 
been added to the library, 65 by purchase, and nine gifts, making 
a total of 1,839. We also have Public Documents and Reports 
to the amount of 314 bound volumes, and 635 paper covers and 
pamphlets. 

The Year’s Circulation—During the year 5,452 volumes 
were issued for home use, an increase from last year of 196. 
Nearly one-third of the books issued were sent to the Depot 
Village, and a little less than one-eighth to North Salem. The 
largest number issued in one month was 550, in January; the 
smallest number, 323, in July. The largest number in one day, 
144, April 25 ; the smallest number, 60, Aug. 15. Average per 
day, 109. Number of cards issued, 73.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
SALEM FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The trustees of the Free Public Library respectfully submit 
their annual report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1904. 

The trustees organized at the beginning of the fiscal year 
just closed by the choice of Clinton L. Silver as chairman, Ben- 
jamin R. Wheeler as treasurer and Loren B. McLaughlin clerk. 

The regular meetings of the trustees have been held in the 
Public Library the first Saturday night of each calendar month: 

The books added to the Library during the year have been 
works of history, travel, biography, science, Greek, Roman and 
American orators. 

A History of the World in two volumes is a gift to the Li- 
brary by Mrs. Jerome Kelley. 

We have followed the custom of the past years in the distri- 
bution of books at Salem Depot and North Salem. 

The librarian, Mrs. Susan Cluff, has performed the duties of 
her office to the entire satisfaction of the trustees. 

The trustees are glad to note that the circulation of books 
has increased during the year. 

The trustees recommend that the sum of one hundred 
($100) dollars be raised for the support of the Library in addi- 


tion to the amount required by law.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The supervisory district of which Salem now forms a part 
consists of the towns of Epping, Hudson and Salem. Salem’s 
proportion of salary paid the Superintendent of schools is $450. 
One-half of this amount is paid by the state, the other half from 


the town school money. 


For the report of the condition of your school we refer you 
to the report of the Superintendent. 


The statistical report is made ending Aug. 1, 1903. The 
financial report for the year ending Feb. 19th, 1904. 


Each school has had 36 weeks with the exception of No. 
7. This school was closed for want of enough pupils to make a 
good school. They were conveyed to No. 6 until the winter 
term and then the school was opened, as families had moved in 
to the district with children, so we had 13 scholars. This school 
had eleven weeks this winter, and we hope enough scholars 


will remain in the district to maintain a school in that district. 


School No. 3 has had one week extra of school furnished 
by the Fund of that district. 


No. 10 has had two weeks extra furnished by the Fund of 
that district. 


We think the school year should be the same for the year 
to comé as in the year passed, 36 weeks, and in order that the 
schools be in session 36 weeks, recommend that the district 
raise the sum of $5,250, divided as follows: Teachers, $3,294 ; 
janitor, $240; fuel, $360; books and supplies, $330; repairs 
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$75; conveying pupils, $270; school officers, $110; superin- 
tendent, $240; music, $180; miscellaneous, $35. 

School house No. 6 is in need of some repairs. The roof 
leaks. In the Valley these have been repaired some. They 
should be reshingled and plastered. The porches will have to 
be retinned or some other roof put on, as the present tin is 
leaking, but this will cost both jobs some $75. 

School house No. 3 needs shingling. This should have been 
done the present year, but we repaired it so it has done very 


well. 


The district voted to raise, and did raise, the sum of $50, 
to build a fence and repair the old fence on school house lot 
No. 1. We looked the ground over and thought it best to re- 
pair the old fences, which we did at an expense of $2.25. The 
new fence we did not build, we thought it would be better to buy 
the lot of land of Mr. Allan, if it could be bought at a fair price 
(and we think it can be), and give the scholars a larger play 
ground. ‘They are crowded now so that the window is in danger 
of being broken if they play ball (and most all like to.) 

We again call your attention to the crowded condition of 
No. 6 school. ‘This school building has a seating capacity of 96 
seats. We have had 96 scholars in that school the past year. 
This school is growing and will continue to grow in the future, 
and we must provide seats for those that come in. We think you 


would get better results if you would furnish one more room. 


While your committee has labored hard to provide good 
teachers for every school, we have failed to get just what we 
would have liked. When we have got a good teacher some 
superintendent or committee from Massachusetts would find it 
out and pay them $100 or more a year than we could. No. 6 


school has been unfortunate in this respect. 
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When we have found out that the teachers were not doing 
what we thought we ought to expect them to, we have let them 
go and tried another. We think this best for the best interests 
of the school district. 

We hope the district will continue to have a superintendent 
in the future as in the past few years. We believe it to be for 
the best of our schools. Let us not go backward, but go forward 


and have the very best schools that we can.

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It is my purpose in this report to explain briefly the work- 
ings of your schools and make a few suggestions for their future 
management. 

While the work in the schools in general has been equal or 
superior to that of previous years, so far as I am able to judge the 
progress has been materially disturbed in one or two schools 
through repeated changes in teachers and a possible failure to 


grasp the situation readily and get to business at once. 


The Depot grammar school has suffered most from the 
changes in teachers. Faithful effort has been put forth in each 
instance, but without entirely satisfactory results. 

The winter term just closing has been a prosperous one, 
especially in point of management, and a good spirit prevails 
throughout the town. 

Excellent reports are received from ten of our students attend- 
ing Methuen High school, also from the four at Tilton Seminary. 

No new schemes have been tried or fads pushed to the 
front, but there has been an earnest desire and effort made on 
the part of each teacher to use the child and its individuality as 
the basis of their work, and to employ the very best methods in 


bringing the child and the swdzec¢ to be taught together. 


Much illustrative work has been introduced and the work is 
taking on a practical phase which is drawing out and training the 
faculties as never before. 

The work in language and history is full of interest and the 
quality of the reading is much improved. 

The new arithmetics have been a source of inspiration to 
this branch in the schoo] work, and I believe the pupils are get- 
ting hold of the subject more scientifically than ever before. 

A complete change has been made throughout the town in 
the arithmetics. The new books treat the subject on the “sprral 
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plan,” so called. By this plan the child is introduced, very 
early, to a large number of the principles of arithmetic which are 
in constant use in every-day life, at first objectively and relatively 
in a very simple way. 

After proceeding for eight or nine pages with new and fresh 
work, a review of one or two pages is given. ‘Then eight or nine 
pages of advance work is made, going over the same _ principles 
with new and fresh examples and problems, a little harder each 
time, than those preceding, and introducing new relations as the 
children become prepared for them. This plan is continued 


through the series of three books. 


The child is introduced the first year of his study of text 
book arithmetic, not only to the processes of combining and 
separating, but he becomes familiar with simple fractions, deci- 


mals, money, measures, ratios, per cents., etc. 


He is constantly studying the relation of numbers in a natu- 


ral way, which is the scientific way of treating them. 


A set of “Child life” readers up to and including the fourth 
grade, also several books on special subjects and for reference 
have been added to the list of supplementary matter during the 


year. 
The next move toward revising and improving your list of 
text books should be in language and history. 
The conditions of your school buildings is much as _ last 


year, generally good. 


I must remind you again, and as emphatically as possible, 


of the situation in the Depot school building. 


The number attending this school has increased during the 
year, and will probably continue to increase for some time. 


Ninety to a hundred pupils in two rooms, trying to carry on a 
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nine-year course of study, cannot be satisfactorily instructed by 
two teachers. ‘The problem has been partially solved by furnish- 
ing an assistant who has taken the recitation work of two entire 
grades; but another room is much needed so that the school 
can be separated into three divisions and placed in charge of 


three regular teachers. 


This arrangement would meet present needs and offer a 


good three-room graded school. 


We hope you will give this matter your serious and imme- 


diate attention. 


The additional cost of maintaining the extra school after 
the room is provided would be small compared to the extra 


benefits to be derived. 


During the fall term several new children moved into the 


part of the town known as No. 7 district. 


This increased the number of children in that section to 13. 
It being difficult to secure suitable conveyance to the village 
school, and the crowded condition of the village school made it 
seem wise toreopen No. 7 building at the beginning of the 


winter term. 


Miss Helen A. Pratt of Danvers, Mass., was put in charge of 


the school and is giving good satisfaction. 


At the close of the spring term Mr. C. L. Silver, who had 
been instructor of music in the schools for several years, resigned, 
thus making a vacancy in this department. Miss Isabelle M. 
Farlee of Nashua was duly elected to fill the vacancy and entered 
upon her duties at the opening of the fall term. She had given 
but one lesson, when she was taken sick and soon died, much to 
our sorrow and disappointment. We next secured Prof. Wm. E” 


Hartwell of Haverhill to fill the place. Prof. Hartwell seems to 
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be the right man for the place, and is being received well by 


teachers and pupils. 


I believe good work is being done in this department, and 
it should be continued. You are referred to Prof. Hartwell’s 
report, which follows this report. 

Our Salem Teachers’ Club has held its regular meetings, up 
to this winter term, with a good degree of interest and profit. 
The teachers have generally attended summer schools, teachers’ 
meetings and institutes, as usual. 

The time honored custom of declaring a general ‘“‘visiting”’ 
day for all teachers, to go where they pleased and get what they 


pleased, was cancelled at the beginning of the year, and teachers 
have been allowed to visit such schools and at such times as 


seemed to be best for the interests of their schools. 


I wish again to express my grateful appreciation to all who 
have in any way co-operated with me in the management of the 
schools of Salem during the past year.

Dear Sir: Permit me say just a word in regard to the 
music of the Salem schools. 

Owing to the sickness and subsequent death of the teacher 
of music at the beginning of the school year, very little was done 
in that line for about two months in most of the districts. Of 
course the interest of the children in singing was correspondingly 
lacking when I began my labors with them in November. I am 
pleased to state that from the beginning I have had the hearty 
support and attention of teachers and pupils, and have enjoyed 
my work with them. 

Having spent quite a good many years in the teaching and 
practical use of the voice, it has been my aim to give to the chil- 
dren those points in particular which have been found most lack- 
ing in singers who have come under my observation. 

I am told that the singing period is eagerly looked forward 
to by the pupils, and the short time spent in this way cannot fail 
to better fit them for other work, as well as give them a good 
knowledge of singing and raise the standard of music in the com- 
munity.
